Taxpayers in Palm Springs are 
paying out a very sm all am ount 
for most efficient 
police pro­ 
tection, an analysis of a report 
turned in to City M anager W ill­ 
iam E. A lw orth and presented 
city council this week, revealed. 
Chief of Police A. G. K ettm ann 
turned in his report to M anager 
A lw orth Tuesday. Most signifi­ 
cant item in the report was a 
paragraph dealing w ith goods re­ 
covered. 


TWO-THIRDS OF COST 


Chief K ettm ann reported that 
persistent investigation and fol­ 
low-ups on com plaints “resulted 
in a substantial recovery of money 
and property—$22,820.82—to m er­ 
chants 
and 
citizens 
suffering 
from 
crim inal 
depredation. 
It 
should be noted th at in every 
case, the offender had been in 
the Village but a few days or 
w eeks.” 
These figures covered value of 
stolen goods recovered and resti­ 
tution in bad check cases. 


FINES BOOST TOTAL 


“In addition,” the chief re ­ 
ported, “records show th a t fines 
collected am ounted to $3,137.50 
in traffic court and $4,516 in po­ 
lice 
court 
on 
m inor 
crim inal 
charges . . . $30,374.32 returned 
to the com m unity through the 
diligent efforts of the police de­ 
partm ent.

Auto Parking 
Survey Delays 
Traffic Report 


Because of the com plexity of 
the 
problems and new angles 
which have arisen since the sur­ 
vey was made, council did not 
receive the report on a recent 
traffic study by the public safety 
committee, city m anager’s office 
and police departm ent, W ednes­ 
day, as originally scheduled. 
The group had completed its 
s u r v e y 
of 
stop 
signs, park­ 
ing m arkings and safety zones 
but still was studying a plan for 
off-street parking. 


MORE CRITICAL 


It was felt that this coming 
season would bring a more crit­ 
ical situation than last season in 
parking and some plan for off- 
street parking must be designed. 
City M anager William E. Al­ 
w orth was of the opinion that 
instead of one large parking lot, 
there should be several smaller 
ones strung along at intervals. 
One large central lot, he said, 
would leave outlying stores too 
far aw ay to be served. The Palm 
Springs 
problem, 
he 
said, 
is 
unique because the business dis­ 
trict is strung for a mile or two 
along one m ain street. To ade­ 
quately serve all businesses there 
should be off-street parking lots 
in several areas from one end of 
town to the other. 


BIGGEST PROBLEM 


C hief A. G. K ettm ann also said 
that the parking problem w as one 
of the biggest traffic headaches 
to be solved. During the peak 
of last season, there w ere no 
available parking spots downtown 
during most of the days. The 
only relief he can see is for ade­ 
quate 
off-street 
parking 
lots 
w ithin short w alking distance of 
the stores. 
So. besides establishing arterial 
roads, repainting zone markings 
on curbs and repainting of pe­ 
destrian zones and other street 
m arkings to insure traffic safety, 
the public safety com m ittee is 
also studying the parking problem 
to incorporate it in its report to 
city council.

Total expenditures of the Riv­ 
erside county sheriff’s department 
during the fiscal year 1945-46 
amounted to $342,719, according 
to statistics compiled for Sheriff 
Carl F. Rayburn by Roger L. Ab­ 
bott, undersheriff. Of this amount, 
$159,312, or 47 per cent, was re­ 
turned to the taxpayer through 
cash collections for services ren­ 
dered, plus stolen property re­ 
covered. 
As of July 1, personnel in this 
departm ent of county government 
numbered 89. 


1222 FELONIES IN YEAR 


During the fiscal year recently 
closed, felonies in the county 
numbered 
1222, 
misdemeanors 
3621. Investigations conducted in 
connection with these offenses 
totaled 5622. Booked in county 
jails in Riverside and other citie; 
were 7261 men, 600 women, 330 
boys and 51 girls.

THAT 'PIG WAR' 


Point Law rence, 
Oreas Island 
D ear P hat: 
The details of th at “Pig Story” 
referred to in m y letter of yes­ 
terday, I find fascinating. 
Y oung America and Old Eng­ 
land w ere quarreling about the 
boundary line. We w anted O re­ 
gon all the way through to w hat 
is now British Columbia. 
B ritain wanted Oregon all the 
way dow n to California. 
Both sides w ere ready to fight 
about it. But th e tw o state de­ 
partm ents 
g o t 
together 
a n d 
agreed upon the 49th parallel as 
the international boundary be­ 
tw een th eir possessions. 
T hat is where the boundary 
now is. B ut the group of islands 
in P u g et Sound know n as "The 
San Ju a n s” were not specifically 
assigned to either country. There 
are tw o major straits th at separ­ 
ate the m ainland from Vancouver 
island, Rosario and Haro. 
B oth counties claim ed 
these 
islands. 
Our 
people 
naturally 
claim ed that Haro S trait w as the 
dividing line w hich would throw 
the islands into A m erican te rri­ 
tory. A nd the English asserted 
the m ain channel w as Rosario 
S trait which w ould throw the 
islands into English domain. 


CITES HISTORY 


Both English and Am ericans 
settled on the islands. H ere a 
man th ere a m an, no w om en at 
first. 
In 1853 the H udson Bay com­ 
pany set up "Bellevue F arm ” on 
San Ju a n island. In 1854 Mr. Eby, 
custom s 
officer 
from 
W hitby 
island, was instructed to go and 
collect taxes. This he did from 
the Am ericans but Mr. Griffin, 
m anager of the Hudson Bay com­ 
pany refused to pay his. 
Mr. Eby went home. B ut next 
year th e San Ju a n islands had 
been 
legislated 
into 
Whatcom 
County and the sheriff from that 
county w ent this tim e to collect 
the taxes. He row ed all the way 
from Bellingham and did not 
propose to return em pty handed. 
A rriving at night, he quietly took 
some sheep and after storm and 
near disaster, 
got 
home 
with 
some of them. 
Everyone one rem em bers the 
pig story, that cam e three years 
later. The pig belonged to Mr. 
G riffin of the H udson Bay com­ 
pany. The garden belonged to 
Mrs. 
Cutler. 
The 
B ritish 
pig 
raided th e A m erican garden. Hot 
words flew. Finally Mr. Cutler 
shot th e British pig and the 
ow ner dem anded $100, w rote to 
Victoria and dem anded a show­ 
down. 
The 
Am ericans 
likew ise 
ap­ 
pealed to their authorities. 
ALM OST A WAR 
G eneral Pickett, 
came 
with 
sixty soldiers and set up a camp. 
The B ritish likew ise sent a m ili­ 
tary force. One can see th e im- 
placem ents and redoubts plainly 
to this day. From 1859 until 1872 
both 
countries 
kept 
m ilitary 
forces there. The diplom ats de­ 
cided to call in the em peror of 
G erm any to settle the dispute. 
A fter much study of m aps and 
currents, depts, etc., he decided 
in favor of “H aro S trait.” Then 
the H udson Bay com pany moved 
off the islands. 
Thus it was th a t in 1872 these 
beau tifu l islands becam e defi­ 
nitely A m erican possessions. The 
boundary dispute and th e Pig 
w ar w ere settled w ithout fur­ 
th er w aste of am m unition. From 
that day till now these lovely 
islands have rem ained unchanged. 
Still 
sparsely 
populated, 
the 
loveliest archipelago in the world, 
the eyes of appreciation of the 
whole country only now being 
fully opened to appreciate their 
beauty.

County Government 


Costs Almost Same 
As State Average 


Cost of charities and corrections 
in Riverside county during the 
past fiscal year took practically 
the same per cent of m oneys paid 
in by county tax payers as it 
did in the state average, a re­ 
port from the California T ax­ 
payers association this w eek re­ 
vealed. 
Riverside county governm ent 
cost $4,520,920 for 1944-45 w ith 
$2,799,525 or 62 per cent going 
for charities and corrections. 
Over the state as a whole, 
county governm ents cost $217,­ 
818,413 with charities and cor­ 
rections taking $135,161,691, or 
62 per cent. 
C harity and 
correction 
costs 
am ounted to 50 per cent or more 
of county expenditures in forty- 
one California counties in 1944-45, 
the association found. In 1934-35, 
only one county used m ore than 
half its expenditures for chari­ 
ties and corrections.

“I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


}> 


“Laws and institutions,” said 
Thomas Jefferson, “must go hand 
in hand with the progress of the 
hum an mind. As that becomes 
more developed more enlight­ 
ened, as new discoveries are 
made, new truths disclosed, and 
manners and opinions change 
with the change of circumstances, 
institutions must advance also, 
and keep pace with the times.” 
I rise to remark that I hope 
more exciting news, and more 
important news, from Paris, and 
from China, and from Palestine, 
and from Washington too, if you 
wish, did not cause one item from 
Congress itself, to be overlooked 
last week. 
For the Congress, seizing its 
feeble courage in both hands, 
shut its eyes, took a long breath, 
and passed the “Legislative Re­ 
organization Act." Congress has 
reorganized itself! 
Seriously, I consider this one 
of the important steps forward 
in a century. I have worked per­ 
sonally on it since I have been 
in Washington, and was one of 
the advisory group which met 
during the preparation and pres­ 
entation of the bill. Today, I 
saw a second bill pass the Con­ 
gress, on which I have worked 
for ten years. It sets up agricul­ 
tural research on a basis which 
will give marketing research the 
same importance as production 
research. Two progressive vic­ 
tories in one session. 
Under the Reorganization Act, 
the number of committees in 
the Senate will be reduced from 
32 to 15 and in the House from 
48 to 18. Mor* important, the 
jurisdiction of each committee 
will be re-established. You have 
heard me comment on agricul­ 
tural bills going to several differ­ 
ent committees. 
The ways and means committee 
and the appropriations committee 
will meet together and review 
the financial situation and the 
probable demands for the year. 
They will then report to the Con­ 
gress, and on this report, and 
the President’s message, the bud­ 
get will be based. You do it 
yourself every year; you figure 
how much you’ll have and set 
up your expenditures. We have 
appropriated first and figured 
later; that’s one reason we have 
a 260 billion dollar debt. 
Committees will be staffed. The 
legislative council wil be in­ 
creased. There are changes in 
the rules of each House. Claim 
bills will go to a court of claims. 
Bridge bids will go to the war 
department. Records will be pre­ 
served. Committees will have to 
give time to hear less important 
bills; there are many changes, 
big and little. 
I suppose what people will hear 
most about are the two sections 
affecting the pay of members 


and the retirement provisions. To 
us in the Congress, they are the 
least important, but I am glad 
to see them included. 
It is increasingly difficult to 
keep good men in the Congress. 
The strain is very great and the 
financial rewards have not been 
commensurate. A surprising part 
of the year's salary has gone to 
pay expenses. The increase oí 
$2,500 will be effective with the 
next Congress, and the expense 
item, adopted a year ago as an 
experiment, is made permanent, 
and specifically labelled. As to 
the retirement provisions, Con­ 
gress has been the only part of 
the government not under some 
retirement plan, and when I see 
men whose age suggests retire­ 
ment, unable to retire because 
their life has been given to gain- 
less public service, and when I 
realize that Congressmen will pay 
for the retirement benefits on an 
actuarial basis, through deduc­ 
tions from their salaries, I feel 
that this should have been 
adopted long ago. It will mean 
little to me personally, but in 
the long run, it will help to a 
better Congress. 
The passage of the Reorgani­ 
zation act has met with universal 
approval. I think it has renewed 
the faith of the people in the 
Congress.

Some Tall Fish Stories to Relate

W ho do you suppose cam e w alking tow ards us 
on the hurricane 
deck of this 
ferry boat off Oreas 
Island up here 
in the Puget 
Sound 
area 
the 
other 
day but Arthur and Mrs. B ailey. They 
w ere on their w ay back to Everett after scouting around the islands 
looking for a sum m er place. 


Though no 
spring or silver 
salmon honored our lines while 
we were out twice, the Baileys 
liked it so well they made reser­ 
vations and departed back to 
Palm Springs to gather up their 
children and 
return to Oreas 
island by early August. 
AT SNOW LINE 
And just now we chatted with 
folks just 
down from Mount 
Ranier who said they had met 
the Howard Walkers of Palm 
Springs up at snow line. 
Our pulpit engagements on the 
mainland are finished and we 
can concentrate on the main busi­ 
ness up here. Last Friday Lucille 
hooked and landed two fine fel­ 
lows. Mine got tangled in sea 
weed and made his get-away. 
We are having them kippered. 
Up at three a.m. and troll till 
seven o'clock. 
The evening fishing is from 
about five till dusk. Such ani­ 
mation down at the dock as the 
boats come in, some all washed 
out and empty handed and others 
bursting buttons off with pride 
as they display their catch. 


THE COUNT VARIES 
The actual number of islands 
in the San Juan Archipelago 
varies with the person who does 
the counting. McLellan gives 786 
at the lowest tides; 476 at high 
tide with 
175 of them large 
enough to have names. 
Covering an area of 206 square 
miles, 
Oreas, 
with 
60 
square 
miles, is the largest. 
Two of the islands are called 
“James.” One is called ‘'Bare” and 
another “Barren." One is called 
“Flower” and another "Posey.” 
Scarcity of water (I mean fresh 
waters) is all that prevents all 
these islands quickly becoming 
populated with summer homes. 


OUT OF SALT WATER 
An eminent engineer says t.iere 
is an artesian flow of fresh water 
boiling up in the salt w ater 
channel 
between 
Guemes and 
Fidalgo islands. He said on calm 
days fishermen and boatmen, who 
know of it, can dip their buckets 
down at the right place in the 
channel and bring up fresh water. 
Over at west beach on Curley 
Curtis place is an artesian spring, 
the source of which cannot be 
accounted for by any elevation 
in the neighborhood. It is the 
guess of geologists that a strata of 
impervious rock is superimposed 
by a strata of gravel and that 
the water from the melting gla­ 
ciers of Mt. Maker, 70 miles away, 
flows down through this gravel 
and comes up on this island. 
SUMMER SMOKE TREE 
A rthur Bailey and a group are 
investigating the “Sucia” group 
of small islands with a view of 
establishing a sort of “summer 
smoke tree” rendezvous for a 
dozen or fourteen families.

engineer will look into the water 
supply possibilities.

The year 1872 is a proud date 
for the San Juan islands, for 
American history and for man­ 
kind. It was a boundary dispute. 
Mr. G riffin’s lig ate up Mr. Cut­ 
ler's garden; the pig wat shot 
and a bitter feud began as to 
whose territory, where the affair 
took place, was which. 
If the boundary line between 
the United States ran in the 
middle of Haro Straits, then the 
island of San Juan belonged to 
Britain. If in another channel, 
then it belonged to the United 
States. Finally it was agreed 
between the two countries that 
Emperor 
William 
the 2nd 
of 
Germany should’ be umpire. 


WAR COOLS OFF 
In 1872 the decision was that 
it belonged to the United States 
and so the pig episode was set­ 
tled by American and not British 
officers of the law and the war 
pot cooled off. 
Long ago Indians summered 
on these islands for the same 
reason that white folks do now. 
For the fishing* 
Great windows of clam shells 
are found here and there indi­ 
cating an Indian settlement. 
In 1492 Columbus started the 
rush of exploration and discovery 
that ultimately uncovered us out 
here. 
In 1592 a chap named "Juan 
De Fuca” sailed into the great 
strait of water named for him. 
Seventeen ninety-two was the 
big year in San Juan recorded 
history. In that year the plodding, 
thorough, 
Vancouver with his 
wonderful scientists, Menzies, to 
name the new plants they found, 
came into our sea and began to 
explore us within an inch of our 
lives. He didn’t like it that the 
Spaniards were before him and 
had already given names to many 
of the islands and he did such 
a complete job and left so full 
a record, few now realize that he 
wasn’t the first. 
Anyway the giant island of 
them all was named after Sir 
George Vancouver. 
I understand there are several 
Palm Springers summering on 
Vancouver island and when we 
leave here we may go over to 
Victoria, drive up to the north 
end of the island and take the 
ferry over to the mainland and 
come down the coast from there. 
Maybe we will run into Bill and 
Mrs. Hillery of Cathedral City, 
who are up there somewhere. 
See you next week.

The day was overcast, that first 
morning we awoke in Flagstaff, 
but the sky looked like it was 
beginning tc 
break up to the 
south. So we piled out of bed, 
showered, ate breakfast at the 
Monte Vista, and headed for the 
paved road running south from 
Highway 66, at the junction where 
the Teachers’ College is located. 
On the crest of the hill a few 
miles beyond, we pulled off the 
road to the right and drove out 
among the pines, to take pic­ 
tures of the San Francisco Peaks 
back of Flagstaff. Their tops were 
still covered with a copious man­ 
tle of snow. 
From this point the road begins

to slope gradually down to the 
south. Our next stop was at one 
of several small mountain lakes 
near the highway. Here we got 
good reflections of Jack's bright 
red shirt as worn by Chico. It 
is surprising how much red shows 
up in Kodachrome, even from a 
very great distance. 


BANDED EFFECT 


Thirteen miles from Flagstaff 
we reached the Vista Point, the 
beginning of Oak Creek Canyon 
proper. At this spot you can 
look down into the canyon gashed 
thru the rocks, about 1500 feet 
deep at this look-out, and ex­ 
tending southward in the twisty 
tortuous route some 
12 miles, 
until it merges with the broad 
Verde Valley beyond. 
Most of the strata thru which 
Oak Creek has cut its deep path 
are flat-lying, thus giving the 
banded effect to the steep walls. 
The further you penetrate into 
the canyon, the more prominent 
become the bright red hues, until 
at the far end, near Sedona and 
Red Rock Canyon, the upjutting 
buttes and formations are almost 
entirely 
banded crimsons 
and 
oranges rivalling the colors of 
Grand Canyon. In fact, these 
brilliant formations exposed here 
are the Supai strata, the same 
that can be seen in the canyon. 
Above this red is the buff-colored 
Coconio sandstones which form 
vertical cliffs. On top of this lies 
the white Toroweap sandstone, 
and then the grayish Kaibab 
limestone. In places, black lava 
rock caps this uppermost Kaibab. 


SHARP DROP 
From the Vista Point the road 
drops rapidly, zigzagging back 
and forth in a series of spectacular 
switch-backs, 
one 
above 
the 
other. You soon pass a fish hatch­ 
ery on you right, and then cross 
the first of several bridges, this 
one called simply the Pum p House 
Bridge. The canyon narrows con­ 
siderably from this 
point on, 
being less than a block wide in 
most places, w ith the full stream 
flowing beside the pavement all 
the way down. The precipitous 
slopes are covered w ith Ponder­ 
osa yellow pine, oak, service-

berry, and mountain mahogany. 
Next you come out into Pine 
Flat Forest camp, with public 
camping facilities. In these few 
camp sites in Oak Creek, the 
state has had to limit the time 
that any one car or trailer can 
remain there, for there are al­ 
ways a great many more people 
wanting to camp in them than 
there is room. 
Just below Pine Flat Forest is 
the Call of the Canyon Lodge, 
named after Zane Gray's im ­ 
mortal novel which had its locale 
in this same canyon. In that book, 
his descriptive passages of the 
heroine's descent into Oak Creek 
by stage coach will long remain 
a classic. 


REMOTE AREA 


Below this resort is the famous 
Oak Creek Lodge, at the mouth 
of the West Fork of Oak Creek. 
This tributary of the main stream, 
West Fork, drains a very remote 
and primitive area that has been 
set aside by the forest service 
as a natural wild area, much like 
the top of Mt. San Jacinto. 
A mile and a half beyond is 
another 
camping 
place, 
Slide 
Rock forest camp. A short ways 
further on and there are three 
more 
r e s o r t 
areas: Junipine 
Lodge, Banjo Bill forest camp, 
and Todd’s Lodge. Another mile 
and the highway skirts a bii 
deep pool. We stopped here and 
tossed pebbles at the hungry 
trout sporting in the cold water. 
The depth of this single pool 
must have been at least 15 feet, 
if not more, and it was crystal 
clear. 
Next comes another camping 
place, Manzanita forest camp, and 
then the Indian Gardens. This 
last is the site of a former Yavapai 
village, and from here begins a 
trail called Thompson’s Ladder, 
which leads up Mund’s canyon 
to the east rim of Oak Creek 
canyon. 
Now, 14 miles from the Vista 
Point, you see the first of the 
characteristic 
red 
monuments 
that are most often associated 
with the canyon. Among these 
is one called the Mitten, not to 
be confused with the Mittens of 
Monument valley. 


INTERESTING NAMES 


From the east, over a sL < 
drop, comes the Schnebly Hill 
road, descending into Oak Creek 
canyon and joining the main 
highway 
near 
the 
village 
of 
Sedona. Both of these odd-sound­ 
ing names have an interesting 
derivation, since they were taken 
from the name of an early set­ 
tler’s wife, Mrs. Carl Schnebly, 
whose given name was Sedona. 
Mund's canyon, previously re­ 
ferred to, is in honor of John L. 
Munds, early day stockman and 
for two terms, sheriff of Yavapai 
County in Arizona. 
Across from the Mitten the road 
crosses over Wilson canyon via 
the Midgley bridge. Wilson canyon 
was named after a man who was 
killed by a bear there, and it 
drains Wilson mountain, joining 
Oak creek proper opposite the 
Mitten. 
As you reach Sedona, the inner 
canyon terminates. All around 
you, rising several hundred fee: 
into the sky, are the brick-red 
sandstone Supai formations. At 
Sedona 
the highway branches 
into three directions: the main 
road goes southwest to Prescott, 
a branch goes directly south to 
Beaver Creek and Montezuma's 
Castle, and a third goes due east 
to Schnebly hill. 
SETTING FOR FILMS 


We had lunch at Sedona, learn­ 
ing that Republic Pictures, with 
John Wayne producing and star­ 
ring, was on location near there, 
filming a western to be called 
"The Angel and the Outlaw.” And 
also nearby was Warner Brothers 
studio, filming another outdoor 
film, "Cheyenne,” starring Dennis 
Morgan and Jane Wyman. 
From Sedona we drove out to 
the bridge just east of that town, 
to retake some pictures Jack had 
made about two months previous 
when the trees along the stream 
were not in leaf. Chico, in the 
red shirt, climbed down to the 
bank and posed with a fishing 
pole. 
About this time Jack had dis­ 
covered the loss of his Parker 
51 pen somewhere along the way, 
so we began to back-track. No­ 
where did we find it, however, 
and he was forced to purchase 
another that night in Flagstaff. 
We crossed to the other side 
of the canyon, west of Sedona. 
and drove up to the top of the 
hill there. What a gorgeous view 
was spread out below us, all hid­ 
den from 
the m ain highway. 
There were acres of peach tree 
orchards in the foreground, with 
freshly tilled earth showing red- 
brown beneath the trunks. In the 
far background w'as a superb row 
of magnificent orange buttes, ris­ 
ing into the clouded blue sky in 
a parade comparable to those of 
Monument valley, as far as im­ 
pressiveness is concerned. 


RED, WHITE AND BLUE 


Heading back toward Flagstaff, 
we stopped again at one of the 
small bridges over Oak creek 
a b o v e 
Manzanita 
camp. 
We 
walked just a short distance up­ 
stream from here and found the 
loveliest spot of all, where both 
sides of the narrow canyon were 
a brilliant red color, and the 
white w ater cascaded over bare 
rock in a series of small falls, 
broken by wide shallow pools of 
azure blue water that reflected 
the red of the cliffs in a blaze 
of color. Never have I seen such 
a beautiful setting. Unfortunately, 


just as we got there, huge clouds 
sailed across the sun and we 
were forced to move on, since our 
prime object was photography. 


Back in Flagstaff again, we 
cleaned up for dinner. An amus­ 
ing episode occurred that night 
at the Monte Vista. There was 
a long line waiting to get in the 
dining room, so we gave our 
names to the manager and de­ 
cided to drop in the adjacent bar 
for a cocktail before dinner. Chico 
and I ordered our usual single 
ginger balls, but Jack will drink 
nothing but daiquiri's, and for 
some reason, ordered a frozen 
daiquiri, which requires special 
mixing. This was a new drink 
to the bartender, so our w ait­ 
ress, as she later told us, got 
out the little recipe book for 
mixed drinks and looked up what 
she thought was frozen daiquiri. 
The bartender took one look at 
what she had handed him and 
burst out laughing. At the top 
of the page was Diarrhea Mix­ 
ture! Jack took a lot of kidding 
that night over that, and the 
story soon got around. 


Next day we planned to de­ 
scend Schnebly hill from the 
back side, and to visit Repub­ 
lic's set near Sedona. Jack’s loss 
of his pen was only the begin­ 
ning of a series of misfortunes 
that were about to befall him.

Nichols, chairm an of the public works com m ittee, presented the 
city's view on gasoline taxes, highw ay and street m aintainence b e­ 
fore the Collier Com m ittee, fact-finding group investigating the 
needs of counties throughout the state as to the developm ent of an 
adequate transportation system, at R iverside Tuesday. 


The com m ittee, w hich is com ­ 
posed of state solons, was headed 
by 
Senator 
Randolph 
Collier, 
chairm an, and Senators Jam es J. 
McBride, George J. H atfield, Ben 
Hulse, Jack B. Tenney; Assem­ 
blymen C. Don Field, G erald P. 
H aggerty, B ernard A. Sheridan, 
Charles W. Stream , and F rank 
Waters. 


ALWORTH REPORTS 


Also attending w ere Senators 
Nelson D ilw orth, Ralph E. Swing, 
also E. Q. Sullivan, district high­ 
way engineer; 
J. 
W. 
Vickery, 
state traffic engineer; George T. 
McCoy, 
highw ay engineer, and 
many o ther state officials. 
A lw orth in addresing the com ­ 
mittee pointed out th a t city is 
forced to m aintain 31.35 miles of 
streets and th at the city’s share 
of the gasoline tax was insuf­ 
ficient to properly m aintain these 
thoroughfares. He also stated th at 
both the county and city should 
divide equally the gasoline tax 
which accrues. 


WOULD RAISE FUNDS 


“The allocation to cities and 
counties 
should 
be 
made 
on 
an equal basis,” A lw orth said. 
“Three-eighths of the one-cent al­ 
location to counties should go to 
the cities with the city and coun­ 
ties receiving five-eighths cents 
each.” 
Alworth also asked that the 
motor vehicle license fee be con­ 
sidered for w hat it actually is, a 
personal property tax, and the 
major portion of it returned to 
the cities and counties. 


CITIES DEPICT 


In the m aintainence of streets 
and highw ays, the city m anager 
quoted dollar figures w hich indi­ 


cated that even with th e expect­ 
ed increase of the city’s share 
of the gasoline tax for th e next 
ten years based on an increase 
of population here as show n by 
a recent federal census, a deficit 
of SI4,732.50 would have to be 
made u d by the city treasury. 
F urther, A lw orth pointed out 
that if the legislature should re­
